D1 (seer description column 4, lines 28-43) also discloses a 
dosing element (14) extending in the receiving chamber (25) which, at a movement 
of the sponge-like body (18) with respect to and in contact with the surface to be 
treated, effects that liquid substance can be absorbed by the sponge-like body (1 8).
